After some discussion the FAC decided 
to recommend relocation to 1B corridor near the 
elevators.

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d. [ss ipisplayed a poster from last year's 
cleanup campaign and asked whether he could use it for this 
year's campaign, since they have a great quantity of the 
posters on hand. It was agreed they could be used this 
year.

e. A letter has been sent to the directors of offices 
in outlying buildings asking that they designate someone from 
their building to join the Annex Committee. No replies have 
been received as of this date. (U) 


5. New Business 


ae Mr. Johnson announced that Mr. Melzac had suggested 
that instead of an official oil portrait of Mr. Casey, a 
bronze bust be cast by Marc Mellon, who is presently doing a 
bust of Vice President Bush. He offered to pay the differ- 
ence between what CIA would normally pay for an official oil 
portrait and Mr. Mellon's fee. After some discussion it was 
decided not to break with the tradition of oil portraits of 
CIA directors. (U) 


b. Domo] stated that the Women in Science and 
Engineering group meeting at the Agency on the evening of 12 
May would like to put up an exhibit for that evening. They 
would place the exhibit on 11 May in order for it to be ready 
for the meeting on 12 May. The problem of space arose, since 
the craft exhibit will be up at that time. It was decided to 
have their exhibit start at the end of the craft exhibit in D 
corridor, and continue in to A corridor if more space was 
needed. (U)
